Quake on 
Hayward 
fault line 


A mile earthquake rattled 
windows Sunday, but a 
seismologist said it wasn’t 
strong enough to do any 
damage. 

A spokesman at the Uni- 
versity of California Seis- 
mony apa Station said the 
quake at 9:46 a.m. PST was 
centered on the Hayward 
fault a few miles south of the 
university and registered 
about 2.0 on the Richter 
scale. 


Berkeley and UC police 


said they each received 
about a half dozen calls 
from concerned residents 
but no reports of damage. 
Campus police said that an 
automatic alarm set for 
quakes of 2.5 or greater had 
not been triggered by the 
shake. 

The seismologist said the 
temblor apparently was not 
an aftershock of a swarm of 
stronger tremors near:here 
two weeks ago. On Jan. 8, a 
swarm of eight earthquakes 
ranging to about 4.6 on the 
Richter scale shook a, wide 
area of the San Francisco 
Bay area. There was virtu- 
ally no damage and no in- 
juries. 

The Richter scale is a 
measure of ground motion 
as recorded on seismog- 
raphs. Every increase of 
one number means a tenfold 


increase in magnitude. 


Generally, a quake of 3.5 
can cause slight damage in 
a local area.

$5.8 million in taxes 


SACRAMENTO. — State 
income tax returns now 
being pondered and filed b 
millions of Californians will 
result in 5.8 million refunds 
totaling about $800 million, 
State Controller Kenneth 
bird said today. 

“The early-bird returns 
already are trickling in to 
the Franchise Tax Board 
and as soon as they can be 

rocessed we will start issu- 
ing refund checks,” Cory 
said. ‘‘Needless to say, 
those who file the earliest 
returns get the earliest re- 
funds.’’ 

Last year the controller 
paid out more than $636 mill- 
lon in refunds shared by 
over 5.6 million income tax- 
payers. 

‘The most typical refund 
check last year was for $75 
and it appears that will be 
true again this year,” a 
said. “Of course, some will 
be larger and some smaller 
than $75.” 

Most of the refunds will be 
thade to persons whose state 
income taxes were over- 
withheld from wages. Other 
refunds will go to nonwit-

taxpayers who 
on tax estimates, 
and to people who occupy 
rented homes but do not 
have income liability 
matching or exceeding their 
Renters Tax Credit. 

Cory said the Franchise 
Tax Board expects about 8.6 
million state income tax re- 
turns to be filed during 1977 
as compared to 8.4 million 
filed last year. Over 8.1 mill- 
ion of the returns are ex- 

ted to arrive between 
an. 1 and April 15 filing 
deadline. 

State income tax filing 
forms and instructions for 
completing them already 
have been mailed to most 
taxpayers. These promi- 
nently call attention to sev- 
eral changes made in the 
state income tax law and 
filing provisions since last 
year. 

“Hach taxpayer can 
speed up his own refund by 
carefully following the in- 
structions, properly com- 
pleting and signing the tax 
return, and mailing it as 
early as possible,”’ Corey 
said.

SACRAMENTO — More 
than $59.9 million was dis- 
tributed to California cities 
and counties this week in the 
January distribution of 
local sales and use tax 
funds, William M. Bennett, 
chairman, State Board of 
Equalization announced to- 
day. The funds represent 
the second advance pay- 
ment for the fourth quarter 
1976, 

The cities of the state re- 
ceived $38.8 million and the 
counties $6.4 million for a 
combined cities and coun- 
ties distribution of $45.2 
million. In addition, the 
counties received $11.3 mill- 
ion from the % percent local 
sales and use tax for the 
county local transportation 
fund. The San Francisco 
Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District received $2.6 mill- 
ion and the Santa Clara 
County Transit District 
(SCCT) received $750,000 
from the additional 46 per- 
cent sales tax paid in thelr 
respective counties. The 
BART counties are San 
Francisco, Alameda, and 
Contra Costa.

Friend Mary Ward says 
she heard that Frank 
Sinatra, a friend of Billy 
Martin, said he would do 
everything in his power to 
free Kelly, but 14 long 
months later the young 
woman is still languishing 
behind bars. 

“How much can a person 
take?” reads one letter. 
“I’m keeping on top, but 
sometimes it is rough. 
Nobody here really believes 
me so I don’t talk about it. 
I’ve been a few places in my 
life but none comes within a 
thousand miles of here. All I 
can say is that I thank God it 
is me here and not any of my 
friends. It only cools off five 
degrees at night, and then 
the mosquitos come out for 
the kill.’ 

Kelly worked as a 
secretary in Albany before 
her ill-fated trip. Her 
mother resides in Pinole. 
Her father, Billy Martin, 
spent a small fortune in 
attempting to gain his 
daughter’s release but 
eventually came to believe 
that the Colombian lawyers 
handling his daughter’s 
case were simply using it as 
alever to get more arid more 
money. 

Her friend, Mary says the 
last time she saw Kelly was 
at her brother-in-law’s 
wedding in September of 
1975. 

“Even the dumps at home 
are better. living quarters 
than here,” reads another 
letter. ‘There are so many 
changes in a day here, there 
are more head-trips than in 
alifetime at home. I do want 
to come home.”
